The cups are open to all comers, having no 
eatrance fee, and have brought together some of the best swimmers in England, 
Four of those cups have, to the present date, been won, the winners bein 
Gardner (who swam Mather for the Championship), Jones, Drakeford. an 
Gurr. Ona on the first. Monday. of every month is to be given this season, 
barring the winuers. . We ara glad to see a new. bath has just been opened at 
Blackheath, with every prospect of great success. A novelty is to be intro- 
duced, unattonded with danger, namely, a trapeze. Ono of the members of 
the Royal Humane Society is going to give a gold medal, value £6, to all 
comers, professionals being negatived, and we believe it is likely to be one 
mile in the Thames; and, to giva encouragement to the contest, the London 
Swimming Club have determined upon giving o silver medal, value £2, for the 
second man. .We have seen. the latter medal, and # very handsome one it is, 
We are sorry to see the Royal Humane Society does not endeavour to promote 
the art. as it ought to do, and follow the example set by the above worthy 
Member. The president of the London Swimming Olyb has signified his 
intention of giving £5 annually, to be contested for by ita members as s00n as 
the club has come to a determination as to distance.
